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1. dn mid-September 1950 ths Soviet military adviser in the Canton area, 
previously reported as ioal or Loerh*, was recalled to Peiping and was 
replaced in the Canton area by Shih-wu-fu-tai (#49 *& @ , in Cantonese: 
Shi-mat-fu-tai), who resided at Nocth Hill in Chiensimn, Chungshan, across 
from bacao, On 16 September 1950 Shih-wu-fu-tai visited wacac. 


2, On 26 September 1950 Shih-wu-fu-tai went to uankow to participate ia the 
World federation of Memocratic Youth meeting there, and returned to Canton 
with the delegates** on 7 October. Un 10 October na accompanied TSENG Sheng 
to Shihch'i, Chungshan, where he represented the USSk at a committes meeting 
of the Pearl River Delta Pro=Soviet and Anti-America Association, of which 
TSENG Sheng is chairman. After this meeting, Shih-wuefu-tai raturaed to 
Chienshan. 
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
